Reds of 64 Nations 
Call for Test Ban 
In ‘Peace Appeal’ 


MOSCOW (Kyodo-UP)—Rypssia-» Saturday night 
issued a “peace manifesto” signed by the Communist 
parties of 64-nations—including Japan and Yugoslavia 
—<calling for an immediate end to nuclear tests and a 


ban on nuclear weapons. 

The appeal was framed at 
meetings held here following the 
Noy. 7 anniversary of the Bol- 
shevic Revolution. It followed 
Thursday's 12-nation communi- 
que saying that if “bellicese im- 
perialist maniacs start a war, 
imperialism will be doomed to 
destruction.” 

The manifesto said the “bloody 
consequences” of World War 
I “have not completely disap- 
peared and already hovering 
over peaceful towns and villages 
is the sinister spectre of an- 
other, 
destructive war.” 

If another war should break 
out, the document said, it would 
“surpass in destruction any- 
thing that.mankind-hias yet ex- 

rienced.” 

“The peoples. of Europe and 
America, Asia, Africa and Aus- 
tralia know that man has re- 
leased such tremendous natural 
forces and possesses such pow- 
erful means that their destruc- 
tive action could be tet locse 
on any part of the globe.” 

“In the next war, there will 
be no shelter of safety,” the 
‘manifesto warned. ! 

It said “the flames of nuclear 
and rocket war would engulf all 
peoples and bring untold suf- 
ferings for generations to come,” 

But, it went on, “war is not 
inevitable. War can be prevent- 
ed. Peace can be preserved 
and made secure. 

“We Communists say that it 
is now possible to prevent war 
.»» because the world situation 
today is different and the 
balance of forces has changed.” 

The manifesto called on “all 
people of good will throughout 
the world” to “organize and 
work for immediate cessation of 
atomic and weapon tests (and) 
unconditional and speedy pro- 
hibition of the manufacture and 
use of these weapons.” 

“We extend a hand to all peo- 
ple of good will,” the manifesto 
added. “By a common effort let 
us get rid of the burden of 
armaments which oppresses the 
peoples. Let us rid the world 
of the danger of war.” 

The manifesto also called on 
the people to “demand that the 
German militarists, chiefly re- 
sponsible for the last war, are 
not allowed to rearm in the 
very heart of Europe.”

He also noted that it was only 
recently that Japan dnd Laos 
had entered into diplomatic rela- 
tions. Despite this, he added, 
the peoples of both countries 
already feel a deep intimacy be- 
cause of their close resemblance 
in race, religion and culture, 


Kishi expressed regret that 
his tight schedule allowed him 
only a brief stay here, But he 
said he hoped to make the best 
use of the short stay.

Gov't Moves 
ToStamp Out 
Violence by 
Gangsters 


The Justice Ministry yester- 
day made public a set of plans 
designed to stamp out violence 
by organized racketeer ‘groups. 


Constituting a part of the 
Kishi Government’s campaign 
against the three evils of 
poverty, corruption and _ vio- 
lence, the new program will be 
implemented through amend- 
ments in the Criminal Code and 
the Criminal Procedure Law as 
well as the enactment of a new 
law designed to protect the in- 
terests of eourt witnesses, 


The Justice Ministry plans to 
submit these measures to the 
ordinary Diet session scheduled 
to convene late next month, 


The legislative scheme is aim- 
ed at protecting innocent citi- 
zens from retaliatory moves by 
racketeer groups, 


Petty gangsters have often 
intimidated well-meaning citi- 
zens who tipped off the police 
on their activities as well as 
witnesses summoned to the 
court to testify. In many cases, 
fear of retaliation put a damper 
on the citizens’ willingness to 
cooperate with the law-enforce- 
ment agents. 


The Justice Ministry’s an- 
nouncement yesterday coincided 
with a disclosure of a case in 
which more than 110 persons 
including community leaders of 
a Tokyo ward submitted a peti- 
tion to the Tokyo District Pro- 
secutors’ Office asking for the 
release of seven racketeers ar- 
rested on the charge of assault 
and battery. 


The petition appealed for the 
release of the known racketeers 
on the ground that they “had 
contributed to crime prevention 
and maintenance of order in the 
community...” 


A member of the ward assem- 
bly, who was among those who 
signed the petition, frankly ad- 
mitted that he had taken the 
action against his will because 
he was pressured by the 
brother of the gang leader. 

“A prosecutor said he suspect» 
ed that many of the petitioners 
had signed the document from 
fear of retaliation. 

The proposed amendment of 
the Criminal Code would make 
it punishable for the accused or 
persons connected with them to 
press. for a meeting with the 
court. witnesses or their rela- 
tives. It would also ban the 
congregation of more than two 
persons with the intent to 
cause injury to other persons 
or damage to their properties.

U.S. Meteorites 
Hit Outer Space 
For First Time 
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Pellets Rushing 


Toward Sun at 
Furious Speed 


BEDFORD, Mass, (AP) 
—The U.S. Air Force said 
Friday two artificial me- 
teors consisting of tiny alu- 
minum fragments were 
fired from an Aerobee’ 
rocket over New Mexico 
and could have hit the 
moon in 10 hours. Their 
top speed was estimated 
at 40,000 miles an hour. 


Scientists said the moon was 
not in the right position, how- 
ever, and the fragments—fired 
from the same charge—probably 
would be drawn into the sun. 

Maurice Dubin, physicist. of 
the Air Force Cambridge. Re 
Search Center, told a news con- 
ference that he had every rea- 
Son. to ,believe- the artificial 
represented man’s 
first breakthrough into outer 
space, although he implied that 
he was mot in a position to 
know what Russian scientists 
have produced. 

Assuming the fragments’ 
average speed to be roughly 
40,000 miles per hour—some- 
thing less than the top velocity 
—scientists calculated that in 
the 37 days since launching 
they would have gone 26,640,- 
000 miles. Le 

This would be something less 
than one-third of the 92,900,000- 
mile average distance of the 
sun from the earth—and the 
equivalent of about 50 round 
trips between, earth and moon. 

In Pasadena, Calif., however, 
Dr. Fritz Zwieky, California 
Institute of Technology astro- 
physicist, said he believed the 
artificial, meteors were circling 
the sun, 

Prof. Zwicky, who suggested 
the experiment and fabricated 
the charges’ mounted in the 
nose of an Aerobee rocket, com- 
mented: 

“From their speed and direc- 
tions I am certain they escaped 
and that they are now circling 
in a long ellipse around the 
sun.” 

The meteorites were fired 
from three “shaped charges” in 
the nose of the rocket, launched 
on Oct. 16. They consisted of 
fragments resulting from the 
force of an explosion set to take 
place at an altitude of 54 miles, 

(A “shaped charge” was defin- 
ed as one that causes a blast to 
take a desired direction). 

Dubin said it was impossible 
to say precisely how large or 
how numerous the fragments 
were, but that photographs of 
the explosion confirmed that at 
least two pieces were headed 
for space outside the pull of 
the earth’s gravity. 

The physicist said the actual 
number may have exceeded 
1,000. In response to a question 
at one point, he said they were 
about the size of small ball 
bearings and weighed only a 
few grams. 

Dubin displayed the section 
of the Aerobee rocket from 
which the explosive-laden nose 
tip had been detached at a 
height of 35 miles. It was about 
four feet long, made. of. shiny 
lightweight metal and appeared 
to be undamaged despite its 
long drop back to earth. 

This section was that part of - 
the rocket immediately aft of 
the nose tip which, by a spring 
arrangement, was cut loose 
from. the rocket proper and ex- 
ploded at the 54-mile altitude. 

The physicist said photo- 
graphy offered proof that the 
meteors—or fragments. or pel-

Dr. Wernher von Braun, one 
of the Army’s ballistic missile 
experts, predicted that the U.S. 
would eventually surpass Rus- 
sia in conquering space, al- 
though Soviet sputniks “are the

“To control the earth itself, 
the Soviets had to control the 
space around it, but fortunate-

Von Braun said that voyages 
to the moon will be common- 
place by the year 2057. He said 
the surface of the moon “will 
have been subdivided into 
spheres of interest assigned to

be going on.” 

“In 2057 the earth will be 
surrounded. by a whole family 
of artificial satellites,” he said.

~Japan endorsed Friday the 
U.S. proposal for setting up a 
$50 million “special projects 
fund” under the U.N. technical 
assistance program, 

Ambassador’ Toru Hagiwara 
told the 82-nation U.N. Economic 
Committee. that the United 
States should be congratulated 
for its proposal, 

Hagiwara recalled that Japan 
also supported plans for crea- 
tion of a special U.N, Fund ‘for 
Economic Development (SUN- 
FED), but that in his view the 
two proposals are not incom- 
patible. 


He expressed hope that the 
U.S. envisaged the special pro- 
jects fund as preparing the 
ground for subsequent capital 
investment, and that voluntary 
contributions would be possible 
not only in cash but also in 
kind. 

The U.S. plan is to expand 
the present technical aid pro- 
gram from roughly $30 million 
to $100 million with $50 mil- 
lion set aside in the special 
fund.

Dubin said the rocket was 
fired so that at a height of 35 
miles above the New Mexico 
desert the tip which contained 
the “shaped charge” was 
automatically detached from the

Thus, Dubin continued, when 
the explosion occurred at 54 
miles altitude the instruments 
remaining in the rocket were 
undamaged. 


Dubin said the artificial 
meteors were caught by the 
tracking cameras because they 
glowed due to the resistance of 
the atmosphere and the heat of 
the explosion, 


He estimated the atmosphere 
at that altitude as approximate- 
ly one hundred-thousandth of 
the air density at the surface of 
the earth. 


The brightness of the explo- 
sion was placed at minus 10 
magnitude or more than 5,000 
times brighter than the Soviet 
Sputnik satellites which at their 
brightest rival the brightest 
stars. 

The explosion was Observed at 
Mt. Palomar about 600 miles 
away and even at that distance 
astronomers said it was brighter 
than any planet or star. 

Dubin refused to comment 
when asked if the explosion in 
the méeht sky might have trig- 
gered 


bright objects seen in the south- 
western nited States about 
that time. 


The experiment, Dubin said, 

Was suggested by Prof. Zaricky 
and was first attempted in 1947 
using former German V2 
rockets. 
‘ Other attempts have been 
made since but this is the first 
successful experiment to pro- 
duce artificial meteors, Dubin 
said, 

He acknowledged the present 
experiment might give scientists 
information on the difficult pro- 
blem of “reentry” into the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

Scientists have been concernh- 
ed about the problem of satel- 
lites reentering the earth’s at- 
mosphere because they hit the 
denser air near the earth at 
such a high velocity they would 
be apt to burst into flames. 

Cmdr. Murray Zelikoff, - head 
of the photo chemistry labora- 
tory of which Dubin is a mem- 
ber, said a “shaped charge” 
could be used to send almost 
any weight into outer space, de- 
pending only on the capacity 
and size of a rocket to carry it 
to a sufficient elevation to es- 
cape most of the earth's gravity. 

Obviously the explosive blast, 
scientists said, did not lend it- 
self to projecting any delicate 
instruments into space.

Explorers Begin 
Icy 2,100-Mile Trek 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — Dr. 
Vivien Fuchs, leader of the Brit- 
ish trans-Antarctic expedition 
sets out Sunday on an icy 2,100- 
mile trek across Antarctica. 

“I am confident we shall make 
it,” Fuchs told the London Daily 
Mail Friday night in the last 
telephone call to be made be- 
tween the Shackleton Base and 
the outside world before com- 
munications were cut. 

He said that his main worries 
were shortage of fuel, the na- 
ture of the icy terrain, and the 
difficulty of keeping vehicles go- 
ing: But he said that his “snow- 
cats” and “weasels” (tracked 
vehicles) were “in pretty good 
shape.” 

Six of these will leave Sunday 
from Shackleton Base carrying 
seven explorers. After 400 miles. 
the party will reach South Ice, 
an aluminum hut parachuted 
there and used by meteorolog- 
ists last winter. 

There the expedition will pick

Savant Bares Mental Illness 


NAGASAKI (Kyodo)—An as- 
sistant professor .of Nagasaki 
University disclosed Friday that 
there was a “surprisingly” 
+large number of cases of men- 
tal illness among victims of 
the Nagasaki atomic bombing. 

At a Nagasaki Medical Asso- 
cjation meeting, Shiro Chikujo, 
assistant professor of the psy- 
gate ne department of Naga- 

University, gave two re- 
ports based on a survey of A- 
bomb victims from a psychopa- 
thic point of view. 


He said an examination of 
7,297 A-bomb victims in Naga- 
saki from February to Decem- 
ber last year revealed that 534 
were affected by mental dis- 
order, 

Cases of mental illness were 
found in greater numbers 
among those who showed symp- 
toms of atomic radiation sick- 
ness than those who did not, 

Of the former group, num- 
bering 4,296, 9.7 per cent or 
415 persons were classified ag 
being mentally ill, In the lat- 
ter group, 118 out of 3,028 
persons, or 3.9 per cent, had 
some sort of mental disorder.

Tokyo Station—Present and Future 


By GYO HANI 


Part I 

(Part I appeared last Sunday) 

Partial destruction of the To- 
kyo Central Station by air 
raids during the last war add- 
ed momentum to the renova- 
tion plan which had both 
supporters and opponents, said 
Shigeru Fujishima, engineer in 
the Construction Section of the 
Facilities Bureau, Japan WNa- 
tional Railway Corporation. 

The entire third story of the 
terminal was destroyed on the 
night of May 26, 1945 by a fire 
started by incendiary bombs 
dropped on the roof of the 
Koshaguchi entrance. 

Considerable care was given 
to repair works in order to 
retain the original shape of 
the terminal, But when com- 
pleted in March 1947, the 
third story was completely re- 
moved and beautiful domes 
that capped both ends of the 
building were replaced by 
woodern-framed octagonal roofs. 

Fujishima said the most 
powerful argument against the 
renovation plan was that the 
original station building should 
be preserved because the termi- 
nal was an important monument 
of Japan's architecture of the 
late Meiji era. With such an im- 
portant change wrought on the 
original building, this argument 
however, how has little weight, 
the engineer said. 

Another important factor that 
favors the renovation is the 
growing number of passengers. 

When the station was opened 


in 1914, passengers at the station | 
averaged 10,000. .The latest 
available statistics show the 
Tokyo Central Station is the 
most crowded station in the en- 
tire National Railways with a 
daily average of 540,011 pas- 
sengers. This figure does 
not include those who change 
trains at, the station, estimated 
at more than half of those who 
pass the ticket gates. 


Moreover, passengers are 
still increasing. Between 1955 
and 1956, an increase of about 
40,000 was recorded at the 
station. 

The underground passages 
leading to platforms have been 
expanded recently but this was 
only a poor remedial measure. 

“We know we must build a 
new terminal some day, if we 
are to make a drastic change in 
the entire station. When we 
do it, we shall build an ideal 
one—something like the one 
shown in the dream plan,” said 
Fujishima. 


He refused to commit himself 
to any details of the dream 
plan but information obtained 
from other sources itt the 
following picture. 


The new building will have 
24 stories above the ground 
and some below. Since the 
present Construction Standard 
Law limits the height of a 
building at 101 feet (about eight 
stories), this plan sounds 
totally unrealistic but officials 
concerned see it differently. 

One of them said there was a

As the first step of an over- 
all plan to improve the sta- 
tion, construction work to build 
two more platforms: next to 
the present track No. 15 are ex- 
pected to start soon, When the 
two new platforms are added, 
the Tokaido Trunk Line trains, 
Keihin and Yokosuka Line 
electric trains will run on 
separate tracks, 


Another track is being plan- 
ned next to the track No. 1, 
the platform for the Chuo Line 
trains, In order to build the 
new track, to be called “Track 
No, 0” when completed, the 


special waiting room for the 


Imperial Family which is pro- 
truding from the present ter- 
minal building toward tracks 
will have to be removed, 


A new .underground free 
passage for pedestrians con- 
necting the Marunouchi and 
Yaesu entrances is now under 
construction at the. middle 
of the station. Another is 
planned at the Yuraku-cho end. 

Twenty-four stories or not, 
the station is bound to have a 
new look.

JNR Council ai 
New Tokaido Line 


The National Railways Trunk 
Line Investigation Council Fri- 
day recommended the early 
construction of a new Tokaido 
railway line to Transportation 
Minister Sannojo Nakamura.

tions, “let him talk about how 
good a football player he is.” 

Kiemer, who has devoted his 
life to putting such emotional 
data into statistics, says there 
is one other major obstacle 
single women must overcome: 

“As women get older, they 
become more anxious to marry. 
But as men get older, they be- 
come more sales resistant,” 

Or, as H, L. Mencken once 
put it, they begin to believe 
that “he marries best who puts 
it off until it is too late.” 

Klemer says the three best 
steps to hooking @ man are: 
making a good first impression 
so that ghe man will take a sec- 
ond looK, becoming friends and, 
finally, becoming emotionally 
indispensable—the basis for 
love and marriage. 

The trouble with many 
women, says Kiemer, is that 
they plunge headlong into No. 
3 before they have paved the 
way with steps No. 1 and 2. 

The counselor says his stu- 
dies have revealed three im- 
portant differences between 
single and married women: 

Women who are - married 
have generally had many more 
dates and love affairs before 
the age of 20 than single 
women. 

Single women tend to have 
more extreme  personalities— 
either more timid or more ag- 
gressive. 

Single women seem to come 
more from humble homes than 
married women. 

Concerning this last point, 
Klemer adds, “A girl who tries 
to move up the social ladder 
by scholastic efforts may have 
difficulty in the marriage 
market.” 

Klemer says he has found it 
easier to work with women in 
his studies than men “because 
single women tend to congre 
gate more, whereas single men 
tend to get lost in anonymity 
in our society.”

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Petite Can Stretch 
Inch Standing Tall

If you're tall—stand tall. If 
you do, you won't destroy that 
statuesque charm that is your 
birthright, and you won't 
diminish your height. On the 
other hand, if you're petite, you 
can actually stretch your height 
one inch—by standing tall. 

Stretching faithfully each day 
can almost make you feel slim- 
mer from the day you begin it. 
Not only will you find that it 
tautens the midriff, but the 
waist and abdomen as well, It 
also.“melts” away or helps to 
prevent those high pockets of 
fat at back, sides, and flanks. 

Here’s how you start this 
simple exercise. Stand straight 
with feet about 15 inches apart. 
Clasp your hands overhéad as 
high as you can reach and make 
an arch, Now, here comes the 
important part of the stretch. 
Use the middle muscles only 
—let them do the work of pull- 
ing the waistline up and away 
from the hips. and ribs up and 
away from the waist. Note how 
you seem slimmer, taller and 
even flat in the abdomen. 

Hold. these mid-section mus- 
cles and bend sideways at the 
waist. Sway the lifted arms as 
far as possible: to the right. 
Keep the head in normal posi- 
tion rather than bent backward 
or forward and keep the hands 
clasped. Breathe out as you 
bend. Breathe in when you 
swing back to the starting posi- 
tion. Continue to hold your up- 
ward stretch position, and re- 
peat to the left side. 

In the beginning, you may 
do well to do this exercise two 
or three times. But, as soon as 
your body becomes more 
supple, you will enjoy per- 
forming 10 or 20 bends.

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Woman’s Intuition Leads 
To Latest Antibiotic Find

CHICAGO (INS)—A woman's 
intuition and a handful of soil 
from the “Garden of the Gods” 
has combined to give the world 
a new miracle drug—the first 
antibiotic to kill bacteria out- 
right instead of merely halting 
their growth. 

The new drug—Spontin—was 
developed at Abbott Labora- 
tories of North Chicago, Ll. 

Spontin’s special significance 
is that bacteria apparently can- 
not build up a resistance to it as 
they can to penicillin and 
streptomycin. 

The drug will be given intra- 
vernously and will be used main- 
ly in hospitals. It will be used 
inflammation 
of the membrane and pneumonia 
cases. 

The potent drug already has 
been tagged the “last ditch anti- 
biotic” because it has been used 
successfully in clinical tests to 
knock out bacterial infections 
which couldn't be cleared up 
by the known antibiotics. 

The story of Spontin goes 
back to 1951 and has as its 
heroine, Mrs. Alma Goldstein, 
36-year-old microbiologist at 
Abbott. 

Unmarried at that time, the 
woman scientist had gone on 
a trip “out West” with four 
other girls. 

Knowing that mould cultures 
from different soils were pro- 
ducing new antibiotics, Mrs.

“TI knew that it would have to 
undergo many tests and that at 
any point it could be eliminated. 
But finally, after nearly two 
years of work, we knew that 
this particular antibiotic could 
attack and kill the main bac- 
teria.” 

Mrs. Goldstein stressed that 
many of the Abbott workers 
played important roles in de- 
veloping the new drug. 

“I just happened to have 
found and isolated the antibio- 
tic,” she said. “Without the 
teamwork of chemists and 
microbiologists, we would never 
have been able to discover just 
what it could do.” 

When asked what it feels like 
to play an important role in a 
medical discovery, Mrs. Gold- 
stein replied: : 

“It always makes you feél 
good to help people. it has given 
me a tremendous lift in my 
work.”

South Korea 
Plans Atomic 
Power Plant 


SEOUL (AP)—South Korea 
plans to build a 15,000 to 45,000- 
kilowett atomic power plant if 
NO States support can be ob- 
tained. 


The plan would usher the 
atomic era into Korea. Recon- 
struction Minister Song In 
Sang said an atomic plant would 
have advantages over a hydro- 
electric plant. 


South Korea produces no fuel 
for thermal plants nor are her 
geographical resour€es favorable 
for hydroelectric plants. 

Minister Song said his country 
wishes to secure construction 
funds from the U.S. Develop- 
ment Loan Fund (DLF), Ex- 
_port-Import Bank or the World 
Bank. 


He estimated an atomic reac- 
tor which could produce 15,000 
kw of electricity would cost 
around $4144 million and con- 
struction of a power plant with 
three such reactors would re- 
quire some $1344 million, 

Minister Song said his Gov- 
ernment’s proposal for the pro- 
ject will be forwarded to the 
U.S. Government through Am- 
bassador Walter Dowling who 
goes on home leave Sunday. 


The major problem involved 
in the atomic plan is the lack 
of Korean technicians and engi- 
neers required for operation and 
management of such a plant, 
Song said, 

To overcome this, Minister 
Song said, plans are under study 
to send 60 persons abroad for 
training in this field under the 
ICA technical cooperation pro- 
gram during the present fiscal 
year, 


These will be in addition to 
about 40 persons that have al- 
ready returned home after atom- 
ic study or that are scheduled 
to leave Korea soon for such 


purposes, 


Japan Wool Tactics 
In Australia Cited 


JOHANNESBURG (Kyodo 
Reuter)—Jan Moolman, presi- 
dent of the South African Wool 
Board, said here Friday that 
wool prices had declined further 
then could possibly be justified. 

“At present United Kingdom 
buyers particularly seem to be 
waiting on the sidelines,” Mool- 
man said. “In my view and 
with the data at my disposal 
wool prices have declined fur- 
ther than can possibly be justi- 
fied, arid if any further reces- 
sion takes place it will be be- 
cause the market had been sn- 
necessarily depressed. 


“Do not let us forget that 
those who have acquired inven- 
tories at higher prices stand to 
lose. And many of them will 
be British firms. 

“A most glaring example of 
what I mean is the way Japa- 
nese buyers are now endeavor- 
ing to sustain the market in 
Australia by bidding against 
éach other.” 


He was addressing a luncheon 
of the British Manufacturers 
and Representatives Association 
in connection with the campaign 
to foster trade between the 
United Kingdom and South 
Africa. 

He said this year the market 
was unfortunately showing a 
hesitant and declining tendency 
and British buyers were more 
hesitant than many others.

Resolution Adopted 


For Peiping TradePact 


The Japan-China Export- 
Import Association adopted a 
resolution Friday calling for 
the conclusion of a fourth trade 
pact with Communist China by 
the end of this year. 

The association, at an 
emergency general meeting in 
Tokyo Friday, reached the 
decision that the agreement 
should be signed by this year- 
end for the improvement of 
Japan’s trade with Communist 
China. 

It regretted that because of 
the absence of a trade agree- 
ment, the volume of export and 
import contracts concluded 
with Communist China had 
seen a decline. In the period 
from June to last month, they 
went down by 29.7 and 3.5 per 
cent, respectively, as compared 
with the comparable period of 
last year. 

Talks for the fourth agree- 
ment were suspenued in Pei- 
ping recently, mainly because 
of a difference in views on the 
number of personnel of the 
proposed permanent Chinese 
trade mission to Japan. 


JPA Paying Additional 
$310,000 to Hitachi 


The United States Armed 
Forces’ Japan Procurement 
Agency (JPA) will pay an 


additional $310,000 to Hitachi 
Ltd., for rolling stock and parts 
contracted for during the Ko- 
rean fighting, 

Under the first special pro- 
curement order in the Korean 
War, Hitachi concluded a con- 
tract with JPA for the manu- 
facture of $5 million worth of 
rolling stock and parts. 

However, the actual order re- 
ceived was Yor only $2,100,000 
worth and Hitachi has been 
negotiating with U.S. military- 
authorities on the ground that 
the amount was unduly small. 

JPA decided Friday to pay 
Hitachi an additional $310,000 
under a provision ia the con- 
tract stipulating an increase in 
payment commensurate with 
the increase in cost.

World Bank 
Gives Loan 
ToPhilippines 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
The World Bank Friday signed 
its first loan with the Philip- 
pines, for $21 million to assist 
the National Power Corporation 
in building a 100,000 kilowatt 
hydroelectric power installation 
on north Luzon, ‘ 

The Bank of America and the 
Chase Manhattan Bank partici- 
pated in the loan to the amount 
of $987,000. 

World Bank president Eugene 
Black signed for the bank, File- 
man Zablan, general manager 
of the National Power Corpora 
tion for the NPC, and Miguel 
Cuaderno, governor of the Cen- 
tral Bank of the Philippines, for 
the Philippine Government. 

The project calls for construc- 
tion of a dam and reservoir at 
Binga on the Agno River in 
northern Luzon. An _ wunder- 
ground powerhouse will have an 
installed capacity of 100,000 kw. 
Transmission lines to Manila, 
about 120 miles to the south, 
and to provincial areas, will be 
built. The project is due for 
completion in 1960. 

The bank said the new plant 
will serve mainly the Manila 
metropolitan area and its output 
will be sold by the Government- 
owned power corporation to 
industries and privately owned 
distribution channels. 

A second World Bank loan 
for the Philippines will be con- 
sidered in January, It cals for 
$4 million to help in the con- 
struction of a second hydroelec- 
tric project at Maria Cristina 
Falls on Mindanao Island, 

Meanwhile, Cuaderno § said 
earlier that the New York in- 
vestment banking house of 
Allen and Co. would float a $50- 
million Philippine bond issue 
on the New York exchange on 
the first day of the New Year. 

Cuaderno said he is filing a 
statement with the United 
States Securities and Exchange 
Commission early next month 
on the bond issue which will be 
used for economic development 
in the Philippines. The bonds 
will mature in 20 years. 


U.K., Egypt Agree 
On Blocked Funds 


ROME (Kyodo-UP) — Britain 
has “agreed in principle” to 
unfreeze part of the Egyptian 
funds blocked in London since 
the Suez crisis, an Egyptian 
spokesman said Saturday. 

The spokesman, in Rome with 
the Egyptian delegation which 
has been trying for more than 
a month to negotiate a resump- 
tion of economic relations with 
Britain, said that what remains 
to be decided was how much 
Britain should release and how 
muth of this is to be paid im- 
mediately. 

Commenting on reports from 
Cairo that a spokesman of the 
Egyptian Ministry of Finance 
had announced the agreement in 
principle, the source said the 
delegation was still waiting for 
“detailed information and in- 
structions” from Cairo. 

“It is too early to speak of 
a definite agreement,” 
sources said. “But the principle 
of release has been accepted by 
Great Britain. The only two 
points: remaining to be settled 
are how much will be released 
and how much of that amount is 
to be paid immediately.” 


Refloating of Ship 
Hoped Within Month 


BRISBANE (AP) — Japanese 
salvage experts hope to refloat 
the wrecked freighter Eifuku 
Maru within a month if the 
weather holds. 

The 5,490-ton Eifuku Maru, 
worth £900,000, grounded on-a 
wreck reef, 300 miles east of the 
Australian coast Oct. 11 and is 
now tirmly on the coral in 17 
feet of water. 


She was drawing 20 feet when 
She grounded with a cargo of 
3,000 bales of wool and 3,000 
tons of barley en route from 
Australia to Japan. 


Captain M. Hatano, master of 
the Nippon Salvage Company’s 
salvage ship Wakashi Maru, said 
Friday the cargo could be sal- 
vaged, holes in the bottom plates 
sealed and the water pumped 
out. It was hoped then she 
would refloat on a high tide. 


Already 2,000 bales of wool 
have been recovered. All the 
parley was destroyed by water 
and will be pumped from the 
ship. 


W. Germany to Hike 
Iron and Steel Prices 

DUESSELDORF (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The West German iron 
and steel industry announced 
here Friday that iron and steel 
prices would be increased by an 
average of from 3 to 5 per cent.

“The market here is very 
selective,”-Freyd said. “Com- 
petition for the consumer’s dol- 
lar is intense and as a result 
the consumer is extremely 
choosy about what he will buy. 
He knows that he can afford to 
shop around until he finds 
something tailored exactly to 
his taste.” 

The consultant said he has 
observed that many Asian pro- 
ducers display their goods at 
trade fairs here but fail to get 
large orders because they do 
not know and have not met 
American preferences as to de 
sign and price. 

Freyd issued his statement in 
connection with the fact that he 
has been retained by Bennett- 
Chaikin, Inc,, one of the fore 
most marketing research organ- 
izations in the U5S., to assist in 
servicing governmental and pri- 
vate commercial and industrial 
clients in the Far Hast. 

The American consumer likes 
to buy imported goods, Freyd 
said, He places an added value 
on articles shipped from an- 
other country provided these 
articles meet his own wants and 
needs. These wants and needs 
are often quite different from 
the wants and needs in the 
country from which the goods 
were sent. 

If the foreign producer wishes 
to compete successfully for the 
lush markets of the U.S., he 
must use the same advanced 
marketing approach that the 
domestic producer uses. This 
includes not only advertising, 
publicity, attractive package de- 
sign, free displays for stores, 
and so on, but above all care- 
fully gathered facts—not hapha- 
zard guesses—about what the 
buyer will accept at certain 
prices,

Horie, now chief of the dis- 
play section of JETRO, manag- 
ed the Japanese section at the 
Frankfurt Fair this spring, 
when Japan for.the first time in 
her history entered an exhibit 
in this world-famous fair. 


Japan, further, was the only 
country from the Far East to 
exhibit its goods at Frankfurt, 
where she exhibited some 7,000 
items worth $4,500, he added. 

“The Frankfurt Fair,” said 
Horie, “is perhaps Europe’s 
greatest fair and one of the grea- 
test in the world for facilities

“The growth of Japanese in- 
terest in the Frankfurt Fair,” 
continued Horie, “is most likely 
due to the fact that the fair has 
developed into a world center 
for market competition in tex- 
tiles.” 


At the spring fair, he continu- 
ed, Japan’s woolen textile dis- 
play stole the limelight.  In- 
terest was also focused on 
Japan’s cotton and silk fab- 
ric, camera, ceramics and can- 
ned goods displays. 

“So great was the number of 
visitors to the Japanese pavilion, 
that we were forced to close the 
door at times and refused ad- 
mittance,” Horie said. 

Fair authorities have an- 
nounced that a total of 6,400 
exhibitors from 35 countries par- 
ticipated in the spring and au- 
tumn sessions, attracting some 
550,000 visitors from 60 coun- 
tries. 

Meanwhile, reports from 
Frankfurt said that next year 
special “contact days” will be 
set up to facilitate first meet- 
ings between foreign exhibitors 
and visitors and their trading 
colleagues. 

Textiles, said these reports, 
would occupy a major part of 
the exhibits. However, in addi- 
tion, there will also be display- 
ed a wide range of goods includ- 
ing carpets, glassware, brushes, 
perfumes, musical instruments, 
jewels, sports and camping 
equipment, packaging materials, 
show window and shop equip- 
ment and handicraft products. 

In all, articles from 21 differ- 
ent merchandise groups, one- 
third from foreign countries, 
will be exhibited at the fair, giv- 
ing visitors an unsurpassed op- 
portunity to see wares repres- 
enting almost all branches of the 
international consumer goods in- 
dustry. 

No less than 15 halls on 10 
pavilions covering more than 
100,000 square meters of fair- 
ground have been required to 
house the vast array of articles 
which will be displayed this 
year.

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The Okinawa Issue 


An unofficial delegation headed by Mr. Fusataro Fuchi- 
gami, vice-chairman of the Liberal-Democratic Party’s 
Okinawa Affairs Committee, leaving Tokyo on the 15th inst., 
arrived in Washington’ last Wednesday. The group of five 
Diet men will spend approximately two weeks in the capital 


of the United States.

The delegation, it is reported, hopes to confer with con- 
gressional leaders of the Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Senate and House of Representatives and U.S. civilian 
authorities on the future of Okinawa and Bonin Islands, 
though it will conduct no diplomatic negotiations. » 

Following the end of the Pacific War the United States 
military force occupied Okinawa and ruled the islands 


through a military governor. 


They have built a permanent 


military base there, America’s chief bulwark against Com- 
munist aggression in this part of the world. And the mili- 


tary importance of Okinawa 


as a strategic’ Pacific outpost 


appears to have greatly increased recently due to Scviet 
Russia’s “missile diplomacy” and heightened tensions in 


the Middle East. 


The United States must naturally be proceeding with 
its preparations for the already dawning age of ICBM, 
Nevertheless, it goes without saying that, in order to make 
up for its present inferiority to the Soviet Union in the 
missiles race, it still needs to depend on its strategic air 


force and its bases abroad. 


A cordon of IRBM’s encircling Russia will, thus, be 
America’s answer to intercontinental ballistic missiles. And 
the island of Okinawa, because of its position, is destined 
to become a vital link in any world-wide_U.S. missile net- 


work. 


The sudden announcement on October 10 this year of 
the suspension of a Marine base construction in northern 
Okinawa, which was said to be the biggest postwar military 
construction project on this island, therefore, came as a 
surprise, for it was made at the very time when a review 
of America’s world war strategy was being seriously called 
for. The U.S. authorities, however, retracted the halt order 
two days later announcing resumption of the construction 
work as abruptly as it announced its suspension. 


Okinawa is, of course, a fixed point not very far from 
the mainland of Asia, which is exceedingly vulnerable to 
missile attacks, A U.S. Navy missile expert—Captain H. L. 
Miller—recently expressed, in a report submitted to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, the view that Soviet possession of the 
intermediate range ballistic missile “seriously prejudices” 
U.S. tenure of any base within 1,500 miles of Soviet launch- 


ing sites. 


And this distance would affect, from Vladivostok or 
other Soviet bases in Northeast Asia, most of the U.S. 
island defense chain off the coast of Asia including Okinawa. 
In the light of these opinions, it was of particular interest 
to know whether the United States really intended to retain 
this island and continue to fortify it. 

Nevertheless, the recent Eisenhower-Macmillan talks 
have put increased stress on collective defense arrange- 
ments and the bases which support them. Okinawa’s ability 

to mount a retaliatory air strike has not in the least been 
downgraded. However, this we fear will aggravate the 
knotty situation of the Okinawa issue only the more. 


The San Francisco peace treaty says that Japan pos- 
sesses residual sovereignty over Okinawa, and the Japan- 
U.S. joint communique issued pn the occasion of the recent 
Washington talks reaffirms it. Secretary of State Dulles 

‘also declared that the United States did not plan to ac- 
quire new territory as a result of military conquest, and 
promised that the islands would be returned to Japan even- 
tually when the military necessity for them disappeared. 

These statements, however, have not necessarily struck 
a responsive chord in the hearts of all Americans. Military 
leaders, especially, appear to feel it would be foolhardy to 
give up Okinawa and urge that it be retained for ever in 
spite of Mr. Dulles’ promise. And such claims, we fear, will 
hereafter find a powerful support in the urgent military 


necessity. 


We fully understand America’s standpoint and are not 
in the least reluctant to pledge our due cooperation. How- 
ever, the question is no less concerned with Japan’s right 
as an independent sovereign state than with the United 
States’ world strategy, and any wrong settlement of the 

“issue could prove to be a curse in the future relations be- 


tween the two nations. 


For this reason we hope that every cautious step be 
taken by both sides for a quick and equitable solution, and 
the quicker the solution is the brighter will be the future 


that we share. -

Problems Revolving Around ICBM 


Regarding the ICBM (Inter- 
Continental Ballistic Missile) of 
the Soviet Union, various 
opinions are being exchanged to 
this day. America is said to 
have shown the greatest concern 
followed by Japan. In the case 
of the United States, however, 
the agitation presents a some 
what different aspect to that in 
Japan, since the study of mis- 
siles has been long under way 
in the States. 

Some may say the Depart- 
ment of Defense should increase 
the funds required for the study 
of missiles in its defense budget, 
while others may insist upon ex- 
erting greater effort toward the 
study of antimissile armaments. 


Voices may also be raised for

Asahi Shimbun urged the au- 
thorities concerned to conclude 
the fourth Japan-Communist 
China trade agreement as 
as possible. It regretted that the 
talks for the conclusion of the 
fourth agreement have been 
left in a suspended state since 
late last month. The reason for 
the suspension of the talks may 
have been to enable some Japa- 
‘nese Diet members, who had 
participated in the trade talks, 
to attend the recent extra- 
ordinary Japanese Diet session, 
the paper said. If this was so, it 
would be proper to resume the 
talks at once since the Diet ses- 
sion has adjourned. The paper 
objected to the views expressed 
by some circles that there is 
no need for haste in concluding 
a trade agreement with main- 
land China. It reminded these 
circles that the favorable Japan- 
Communist China trade for the 
first half of this year ‘was 
brought about by contracts con- 
cluded on the basis of the third 
Tokyo-Peiping trade agreement 
which expired in May, this year, 


Mainichi Shimbun, comment- 
ing on the labor tactics for next 
spring adopted by the General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo), said that this shows a 
change in the action policy of 
Sohyo. The paper said that past 
spring labor offensives would 
back up demands by public ser- 
vants and then would instruct 
labor unions of private enter- 
prises to make similar demands. 
The new policy reverses this 
procedure, the paper said. Now 
the unions of private enterprises 
will make demands for wage in- 
creases, etc., and the public ser- 
‘vants will follow suit,

Yomiuri Shimbun said the 
quietness of the autumn labor 
offensive staged by the General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo) was characteristic of 
the current labor offensive. Such 
inactivity, the paper said, must 
have certainly been caused by 
the nation’s slack business. Dur- 
ing the autumn labor offensive 
hardly any union was won an 
Overall wage increase. Al- 
though labor unions resorted to 
their “use of force” tactics, it 
Said, this strategy has virtually 
ended without any major trou- 
ble. The paper also noted the 
firm stands taken by the man- 
agement during the current 
labor struggle, forcing the 
unions to be rather inactive, 


-Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na-

forum. The paper said the new

Hysterical Cry 

When man first invented 
gunpowder, the people of the 
time quite possibly reasoned 
there would be no further strife. 
When airplanes loaded with 
bombs flew overhead, humanity 
thought it forecast the end of 
mankind. Before his death, Al- 
fred Nobel set up a fund for 
the Nobel Prize, following the 
dictates of his conscience that 
his invention of dynamite made 
massacre possible. 

Today, howéver, no. one is 
especially frightened by dyna- 
mite, for man has assimilated 
it completely into his living 
plans. It is the same with the 
airplane. The same issue con- 
fronts nuclear fission and the 
ICBM missile. There is no 
knowing what may develop in 
the future—a powerful radio- 
wave weapon or one using light- 
waves. 

It is but a hysterical ery of 
shortsighted people to say that 
mankind will be exterminated 
or to say this or that weapon 
is ultimate. The time will soon 
come when we may assimilate 
all nuclear phenomena into our 
daily life, by its utilization in 
the electric industry, in medi- 
cine or in other fields without 
fear or hesitation. The ICBM 
will then no longer serve a 
solitary armament purpose but 
will be turned into a means for 
traveling the universe. This 
much we learn when we look 
back at the long history of 
mankind. 

In Correct Light 

It is quite evident, then that 
Wwe must see and accept the flow 
of things in history correctly, 
which means that we should 
study and assimilate what is 
new instead of harboring a 
futile counter attitude. Thus 
We can steadily make the new 
our own and utilize it for our 
growth.

Properly speaking, our coun- 
try has no armaments—because 
Article IX of the Constitution 
has forbidden it. The question, 
then, may be asked why we 
have defense forces, This is be- 
cause a nation cannot exist 
without means of defense, Here- 
in exists the conflict, but this 
conflict is one of laws and po- 
lities in nature, not of human 
existence or the mundane -ife 
of the people. 

We make up a nation, en- 
trusting the state with our life, 
safety and assets, paying our 
taxes and obeying its laws. We, 
therefore, expect and demand 
our state to be great, and that 
we require the nation to be well 
and properly guarded against 
any destructive intrusion from 
outside, 

Focus of Discussion 

Regarding the ICBM, there- 
fore, the focus of our discus- 
sion should be directed to the 
question of relationship be- 
tween the ICBM and our safety. 
Suppose we were to ask Amer- 
ica, England and the Soviet 
Union to stop using the ICBM, 
If they should agree, there 
would be no problem, but so 
long as they do not, we should 
only be obliged to confront the 
basic question as to what should 
be done on our side. 

In regard to arguments about 
harm from _ radioactive ele- 
ments like cesium and stron- 
tium, there are many things we 
do not understand. Things, 
without exception, have their 
advantages and disadvantages. 
There can be no such thing as 
all merit and no demerits, It 
is a natural state of things to 
have both a good anc bad side, 
and it is the moral duty of 
scientists to suppress any 
demerits while developing and 
utilizing that which is good, 

To argue that anything harm- 
ful should be abandoned, to 
oppose the use of all radio- 
active elements, would be to 
deny history, progress and even 
the existence of the world. 
Such an argument would in- 
deed be deserving of criticism 
as conservative and reactionary. 
What else could it be? 


Overseas Chinese Funds 
Can Help S.E. Asia Plan

Hongkong was no more than 
a brief stopover point in Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi’s sec- 
ond Southeast Asian trip. 

But the people in Hongkong, 
especially the Chinese, have 
more interest in what the Japa- 
nese Prime Minister will achieve 
in his sojourn than Kishi or his 
party members may imagine. 

This is the impression I re- 
ceived during my brief stay in 
Hongkong where [| visited re- 
cently through the courtesy of 
the Hong Kong Airways, 

“Tf Kishi really means it when 
he talks about a Southeast Asia 
development plan, use Overseas 
Chinese capital. Otherwise, he 
is bound to fail,” said an in- 
fiuential Chinese journalist. 


“If he gets American money 
for his plan, if he becomes a 
‘banto’ of America, he will en- 
counter the same difficulty with 
the Americans. On the other 
hand, if he tries to push his 
plan with Japanese funds, local 
opposition and suspicion will be 
very strong. For people still 
remember that Kishi was con- 
nected with the Great East Asia 
Coprosperity Sphere,” he said, 

‘The capital of Overseas Chi- 
nese businessmen ig subject to 
criticism in most Southeast 
Asian countries, the journalist 
said. It is because the money 
Was accumulated through ex- 
ploitation of the native people 
and resources. 

But once it is included as 
part of an over-all development 
plan, the Asian people will not 
refuse to use it, he said. 

“These Chinese businessmen 
have not only capital to invest 
but also Keen knowledge of the 
intricate economic and political 
situations in the Southeast Asian 
countries in which they live,” 
he added. 

The same point was stressed 
in a recent editorial of the 
Hongkong Standard, entitled 
“Development of Southeast 
Asia.” 

It said in part: 

“The need for the Japanese 
to have a proper partner 


prompts many to believe that 
Japan and Nationalist China can 
possibly cooperate to their mut- 
ual benefit and for the common 
good of all Southeast Asia. 


“In recent years, the at- 
tem of the various newly in- 
dependent countries to squeeze 
out the economic interests of 
Overseas Chinese have brought 
about a dangerous vacuum, The 
Chinese in niany of these coun- 
tries, despite the pressure they 
face, still hold a dominant posi- 
tion in industries and commerce, 
But anti-Chinese feelings have 
accelerated the flight of Chinese 
capital which has long been the 
economic backbone of many 
Southeast Asian countries. 


“At the moment, this precari- 
ous position is being kept in 
temporary balance by the flow 
of American aid funds into 
Southeast Asia. But American 
aid money is at best a tem- 
porary palliative. 


“Under these circumstances, 
it would seem that a Sino-Japa- 
nese cooperative program for 
the development of Southeast 
Asia would be the most practi- 
cal way of arresting the uncer- 
tainty and threatened chaos 
which plague the economy of 
this region, 

When Gen. Chang Chun of 
Nationalist China paid a state 
visit to Japan in September, he 
sounded out Kishi on the idea 
of a Sino-Japanese cooperation 
in connection with  Kishi’s 
Southeast Asia development 
plan. But the Chinese general 
failed to obtain any tangible 
reply from Kishi, 

Kishi was planning to get 
American funds when he first 
announced his ambitious pro- 
ject some six months ago. But 
recent developments indicate 
the U.S. is cool over lending a 
hand in the program and made 
it clear that Kishi must look 
for help elsewhere. 

The Chinese voice sounded in 
Hongkong may give the Prime 
Minister some idea in the face 
of these facts.

The Legion of Honor is con- 
ferred on university professors 
with more than 25 years of ex- 
perience and writers of more 
than 30 years of literary activ- 
ity. 

That Mrs, Yamada was award- 
ed the order is evidence that 
her literary contribution as 
well as her personality is high- 
ly regarded in France, 

Kiku Yamada was born in 
1897 in Lyon as the eldest 
daughter of the late Tadasumi 
Yamada and Mrs. Yamada, a 
Frenchwoman. She came to 
Japan when she was nine, re- 
turning to France in 1919 after 
graduating from the Sacred 
Heart Girls’ School. At Sor- 
bonne she studied history. 

Soon after she brought out 
her book “Eight Japanese 
Landscapes” she was married 
to Conrad Meili.. She revisited 
Japan with her husband in 1940, 
returning to France after the 
war ended. Today she lives 
quietly with her husband near 
Geneva, Switzerland. 

Her younger brother, Junta 
Yamada, president of the Asahi 
Coal Trading Co., is now re 
modeling his home at Kama- 
kura in anticipation of inviting 
his sister and her husband to 
this country shortly.

WASHINGTON — The Ameri- 
can Government, unlike the So- 
viet Government never follows 
the “zig zag” course laid down 
by Lenin, Instead of zigging or 
zagging, the American Govern- 


| ment changes its policy slowly, 


ponderously, while Government 
spokesmen protest that there 
has really been no change at all. 
Yet,- when the change is com- 


plete, it may represent a 180- 
degree turn, 


Although the issue is stlij in 
doubt, the American Govern- 
ment appears to be mak!rg such 
an unacknowledged 180 degree 
turn. The President’s second 
speech in his speech-making ser- 
ies, with its previously unimagi- 
nable hint of an unbalanced 
budget, suggests that such a 
turn is in prospect, Yet neither 
of the President's speeches so 
far has really spelled out the 
somber, underlying facts which 
insistently demand that the turn 
be made.

On the contrary, the Presi- 
dent’s speeches, and especially 
the first, have been interesting 
examples of the selective use 
of information, The President 
promised to give the country 
“the rough with the smooth,” 
But so far, at least, he has made 
the smooth appear a lot smooth- 
er than it is, and the rough a 
good deal less rough, 


Consider some of the things 
the President has said, and some 
things he has not said. He has 
said that “the B52 bomber... is 


standard in our Strategic Air , 


Command.” What he did not 
say is that there are only six 
partially equipped wings of B52s 
in SAC’s total of 45 wings— 
this small proportion being 
largely due, of course, to his 
own administration’s decision to 
cut back sharply on B52 pro- 
duction. 


The President has said that 
“our ballistic missile have had 
successful flights to as much as 
3,500 miles.” What he did not 
say is that the missile which 
flew 3,500 miles was strictly a 
jerry-built test vehicle, with no 
military use; and that it will be 
several years at least before we 
have operational missiles cap- 
able of hitting targets at ranges 
of 3,500 miles or more, 


The President has said that 
“our scientists and engineers 
have solved the (atmospheric 
reentry) problem,” and he dis- 
played the nose cone of an 
Army missile to “prove” it. 
What he did not say is that the 
nose cone he showed reentered 
the atmosphere at a speed at 
which the reentry problem is re- 
latively easy to solve, a speed 
far less than that required for 
operational long-range missiles, 
What he also did not say is that 
the reentry problem has by no 
means been solved for missiles 
which must reenter the atmos- 
phere at speeds of 20 times the 
speed of sound or more,

Other examples — like the 
President’s reassuring reference 
to the militarily valueless 
“Snark” subsonic missile—could 
be cited, of this selective use of 
information, which makes the 
smooth seem smoother than it 
is. But in both speeches, the 
President has also been reticent 
about the rough. He has re- 
marked parenthetically, for ex- 
ample, that “tHe Soviets are 
quite likely ahead in some mis- 
siles and some special areas.” 
He has not said that his own 
Administration’s intelligence esti- 
mates assume that the Soviets 
must already have an opera- 
tional intermediate missile sys- 
tem—something we will not 
have for three years at best. 


In any speech (as in any arti- 
cle or column) information must 
be used selectively. But the 
selective use of information by 
the Government becomes a mat- 
ter of real national concern 
when, as today, the Government 
has access to many facts which 
are hidden from the public. 


Some months ago, for ex- 
ample, former Defense Secre- 
tary Charles Wilson made pub- 
lic a secret intelligence estimate

that the Soviets had cut back 
sharply on. their production of 
long-range Bison bombers. He 
used this information to justify 
his own cutback of B52s. But he 
did not make public other in- 
telligence, which showed the So- 
viets moving into the produc- 
tion stage on long-range missiles 
—whieh was the reason they 
eould cut back on the manned 
bombers. 
. . as 

In this way, the Government 
can so select its. facts as to sup- 
port its policy, while hiding 
those facts which argue against 
the policy. The selective use of 
intelligence in this way is a 
dangerous thing, however ac- 
curate the intelligence may be 
(and the intelligence record in 
the missile field has been excel- 
lent). For intelligence should 
never be used as the hand-mai.- 
den of policy. 

There is another way in 
which the selective use of in- 
formation is a dangerous thing. 
Any government naturally 
tends to put the best possible 
face on matters involving its 
own standing and past records. 
But the effort to overtake the 
Soviets in the new weapons will 
be long and painful, if it is to 
be made at all. And the effort . 
will not be made, in the long 
run, if the country does not un- 
derstand the reasons why it 
must be made. The President 
has not yet really spelled out 
those reasons, which are very 
“rough” reasons indeed,

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Tempura 


Tempura is a_ well-known 
Japanese food that has been 
widely introduced to foreigners, 
.but it is a comparatively new 
dish in this country. It is only 
about 100 years ago that tem. . 
pura came to be popularly enjoy- 
ed by the people. 

The Japanese fried vegetables 
in oil before, but they learned 
the new way of frying fish in 
oil from Christian missionaries 
who came to the country in the 
16th century. This new way of 
frying fish seems to have first 
become popular in Kyoto, apd 
gradually was introduced te fhe 
eastern district. 

In 1616, Tokugawa Ieyasu, 
founder of the Tokugawa dyna- 
sty, was in retirement at Shizu- 
oka. On April 17 he ate tai (sea- 
bream) cooked in the new way 
for the first time. As it tasted 
good, he ate a great deal. A 
few hours later he died. Thus 
tempura killed him, it is said. 

What we call tempura was 
already known at that time, but 
it was not called by that name, 
It is said the word was used in 
the middle of the 18th century. 

As to the origin of this name, 
nothing certain is known, but 
it is generally believed that the 
term came from the Portuguese 
or Spanish word meaning tem- 
ple or templar, and that the 
word was first used in Edo. 

In Edo, it was about 1785 that 
little street stalls selling tem- 
pura first appeared, although in 
Kyoto such stalls were seen al- 
most 150 years before they were 
introduced to Edo people, 

Tempura came to be made :.nd 
sold at regular shops or res- 
taurants in Edo about 1865 and 
rapidly became a favorite of 
the people. 

Tendon, or tempura on rice, 
is said to have been invented by 
a great tempura lover in Edo, 
who could not go to tempura 
shops because of his busy oc- 
cupation. So he had his tem- 
pura brought to his place, but 
the tempura became cold and 
did not taste good. So he filled 
a big bowl with hot rice and 
made his servant carry it to the 
tempura shop to have tempura 
put on the hot rice under cover, 
Thus he managed to enjoy hot 
tempura at home, 

This way of eating tempura 
became popular and soon came 
to be called tendon (tempura 
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
